Raiding Force 
In London Area 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—()}—U. §&. 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
in strong formations teamed with 
American Marauders and RAF 
Typhoons today in an unprece- 
dented offensive against the in- 
vasion coast of northern France, 
dealing out probably the heaviest 
blow of recent weeks on that sec- 
tor now becomé one of the world’s 
most battered strips of land. 

Operating together for the first 


|time since February 5, the big 
four-engined types plastered mys-

in an intensification 
of the assault previously handled 
chiefly by lighter RAF craft. 

The German air force conducted 
a fire raid on the London area last 
night, dumping thousands of in- 
cendiaries which burned out two 
churches, a school and many 
homes in a thickly populated res- 
idential district. Some casualties 
were caused. 


STIFFENED LONDON RAID 


More planes than usual came 
over for this third successive night 
raid on London and southeast Ene- 
land, The British capital's gun 
batteries fired one of their heavi- 
est barrages in weeks, Four of 
the Nazi raiders were destroyed. 

An East Anglian town had one 
of its heaviest attacks of the war: 
Fire hombs hit the shopping cen- 
ter and a number of stores were 
burned out. Two hotels and a 
moving picture also were hit. 

The raiders came over London 
flying very low. 

On the French raid the Ameri- 
can heavy bombers were escorted 
by American Thunderbolts and 
Mustangs. American Marauders, 
escorted and supported by RAF. 
Dominion and Allied fighters, and 
other Allied fighters and British 
Typhoons also attacked military 


objectives in northern France dur- 


ing the afternoon, a joint British- 
American communiqué said. 

Seven German aircraft “were 
by escorting American fighter 
planes, while four of the heavy 
bombers and two fighters from the 
attacking force failed to return.

On the whole, though, for the 
benefit of those back home who 
might be worried about how John- 
ny is doing, they are getting along 
fine. They are convinced that 
they will see some foreign service 
before they see home again, but 
they aren’t worrying about that.

As for their outside activities, 
from the way things look at the 
start they are going to be worked 
too hard all day to do much play- 
ing around at night. It will be a 
while yet before Joe’s foxhole and 
the doghouse, neighboring jooks, 
get much of a play, despite the 
fact they are passing cards around 
the boys announcing “dine and 
dance—beer and wine, ladies to 
serve you.” 

“Is that so?” announced one 
sweating corporal. “If they keep 
on a-working me like they have 
done today and like it looks like 
they are going to keep on doing, 
I might dine, all right, but I 
couldn't dance from here to that 
tent stake.”

The fugitive, Ralph Clack, who 
was arrested by New Haven po- 
lice Saturday, said he escaped the 
Georgia prison camp on Novem- 
ber 1 after serving 21 months of 
a 29-month sentence for auto 
stealing. 

J. M. Stewart, warden at Ben 
Hill, said Clack never wore 
shackles and because of a heart 
trouble had been doing only light 
work at the camp. Clack escaped 
while marching with other prison- 
ers along a highway. 

Clack’s case was continued for 
a week when he was arraigned in 
the New Haven city court on an 
idleness charge, and the manufac- 
turing concern where he was em- 
ployed posted $1,000 bail. 

The fugitive said he would fight 
extradition to Georgia.

As Manpower Fades 


By EDWIN SHANKE. 
STOCKHOLM.—#)—Adolf Hitler is fighting for time on many 
fronts, time which he hopes will bring some split among the Alhes, 
time in which he hopes to get a negotiated peace instead of a knock- 
out, and for time in which to get to the front the 16 and 17-year-old 
boys whom he is now preparing for war. 


It is with these boys that the 
Germans are determined to make 
a last ditch stand. Already they 
constitute a vast shadow army in 
various stages of training. Each 
schoolboy is being given a care- 
fully-planned war education with 
a view to shortening his prepara- 
tion for battle when he reaches 
military age. 

Because even by Nazi law Ger- 
man youths are not subject to mil- 
itary service until they become 18, 
all.those in the 16 and 17 age 
groups are encouraged to join 


Himmler’s Waffen SS “volun- 
tarily.” 


When a group recently com-| 


pleted its course at an Innsbruck 
school for training Hitler youth as 
sharpshooters, Youth Leader Artur 
Axmann told the boys it was the 
Nazi leaders’ duty ‘“‘to put them in 
the highest form for the fight for 
existence of their nation.” 

Experienced front fighters have 
been given leave to direct the boys 
in war games, showing them all 
the tricks of warfare, especially 
how to take cover, the use of cam- 
ouflage, how to read maps, how 
to maneuver under fire. 


With such a background Hitler 
will be able to send these youths 
into the front lines almost over- 
night when they reach 18. 

As another step in building up 
his last-ditch reserves, Hitler has 
gradually lowered army standards. 
For instance, before the war a Ger- 
man soldier was able to get a lieu- 
tenant’s commission only after 
three years’ work. Now they are 
being turned out in eleven months. 

It long has been evident that, 
after five years of war, manpower 
constitutes one of the weakest 


points of Hitler’s defense, and 
everyone able to hold a rifle—or if 


not a rifle at least a hammer—is | 


being recruited.

Through the steaming and filthy Japanese prison camp of Cabana- 
tuan in July, 1942, there swept a series of epidemics that took an 
appalling toll of lives among American soldiers quartered there.

Sanitary condition at Cabana- 
tuan, while better than those at 
O’Donnell, were, nevertheless, ter- 
rible. The latrines were long, 
open ditches that filled the area 
with an ever present stench and 
bred millions of flies and mos- 
quitoes. Bathing and laundry 
work were done in muddy sink 
holes. 

I lived now with 12 other fel- 
lows in a building in the low- 
lands, having been transferred 
from the higher ground of the 
camp. Our room, about 16 by 18 
feet, was filthy because we had 
no way of cleaning it. We all 
slept on the floor. 

DYESS STRICKEN 

I first fell victim to yellow 
jaundice, which was present in 
epidemic form. Diphtheria also 
was prevalent, but I escaped that. 
Next a dengue mosquito got me, 
so I had jaundice and dengue 
fever at the same time. 

I turned the color of lemon rind 
and was unable to eat. Growing 
rapidly weaker, I realized I’d have 
to force myself to retain some 
food. But day after day as I ap- 
proached the stench of the kitch- 
ens I would have to turn back. 

I felt that if I could get some 
milk, eggs, or Albany (Texas) 
fried chicken I’d be all right. 
Then it seemed that dreams were 
about to come true. The Jap 
guards announced chicken and 
eggs were to be served to the 
prisoners. They were. 

3 CHICKENS—500 MEN 

There were three chickens to 
be divided among 500 men. There 
were 18 eggs for the same group. 
But we never saw any more chick- 
en or any more eggs.

By continued 
observance of staggered industrial, business and school hours, 
we can hald the number of overcrowded trolleys and buses

EX TENSIONS— Establishment of new bus lines or extension of 
present lines is approved by ODT only for the purpose of 


serving military or war production establishments. Vehicles 


are not available for extensions into residential areas. 


SPECIAL BUSES—ODT regulations do not permit transit com- 
panies to provide special bus service except for purposes 
connected with military activities.

How would you like to lose 10 
pounds in a week? Just as I 
thought, you’d leap at the chance! 
Well, you can’t—not unless you 
want the same unglamorous ail- 
ment one of our glamorous movie 
stars brought on herself by a fool- 
ish diet. But you can lose from 
three to five younds in a week. 

If you have 40 pounds to lose, 
you can lose about five pounds the 
first week. Most of that weight is 
water, which has been stored in 
the tissues, and on a low calorie 
diet this soft, watery fat is quick- 
ly lost. You might, if all goes 
well, lose up to four pounds the 
second week. But after that you 
get down to the business of losing 
the more solid fat and the going 
is a little slower. With careful 
calculation, however, you can hit 
a steady average of one and one- 
half to two pounds per week un- 
til you are almost down to normal 
weight. Then, as you get your 


_ weight nearer to normal, the losing 


gets harder. But in six months 
you can be right down to perfect 
weight and you can look so fit 
your fat friends can’t stand it.

Such an upset in 
plans is caused by just one thing, 
the storage of water, as fat is lost. 
If water is stored in the tissues as 
the fat is lost, there.can’t be any 
registration of the lost weight on 
the scales. This may go on for a 
week or 10 days—anyway, long 
enough for you to get the idea 
that by the end of 10 days—-two 
weeks at the latest—the scales 
will show a sudden drop of four 
to five pounds. 

Water retention has nothing to 
do with the water you drink. To 
help prevent it, use very little salt, 
keep the protein high, and make 
sure you are getting sufficient 
Vitamin B. On a diet as low as 
1,000 to 1,100 calories a day, it is 
extra precaution to use daily one 
concentrate furnishing vitamins A, 
B-1, C, D, B-2. The concentrate 
is particularly important when 
there is as much as 40 pounds to 
be lost, and you are on your diet 
for a fairly long period. 

Regardless of whether you are 
the type that starts losing quickly, 
or that can’t get started for a 
couple of weeks, don’t expect to 
clip off an exact number of pounds 
each week. You might lose sev- 
eral pounds one week and none 
the next, But if you stay on your 
balanced low-calorie diet and take 
a small amount of exercise daily— 
to keep your muscles in good tone 
—you can trim down to perfection.

How To Get More Meat 


There are two ways, only two, by which an American family 
can increase its meat ration points. That is, without patronizing a 
black market which no American family worthy the title would do. 

The first way is to have a baby, thus acquiring another ration 
book. 

The second way, less complicated, is to save waste kitchen fats 
and turn them in at the meat market. For each pound turned in 
payment is made, in cash and, more important, with an additional 
two meat ration stamps. 

This system of giving ration stamps as bonus to fat collectors 
went into effect on December 13 last and the results have been 
astonishing. Collection of waste kitchen fats has jumped, week 
by week, until now it is 131 per cent the former normal] rate. 

This, however, is not enough. Whereas, present rates are 
around 17 million pounds a month, more than 20 million must 
be collected if the year’s quota, 240 million pounds, is to be filled. 
Even then, there will be too much fat going to waste, for con- 
servative estimates say there is 400 million pounds of recoverable 
fat in the kitchens of America every year. 

Waste fat is used to make war explosives and to make the 
sulfa drugs which are miraculously reducing the ratio of deaths 
among wounded men in our fighting forces.

The News Reels 
HE SHUDDERED When Donald Nel- 
son, head of the War 


Production Board, went to interview Josef 
Stalin in Moscow a few weeks ago, he said: 


“Mr. Stalin, Americans have a great admiration for the courage 
of the Russian army.” 

“Why shouldn’t they have courage ” said Mr. Stalin. 
are fighting to-regain and keep their fatherland.” 


In that reply is the explanation of what critics have called , 
the “apathy” of Americans toward the war. The Americans are 
not apathetic. It is simply a fact the war is so far away they 
cannot feel it as can a Russian, an Englishman, a Yugoslav, or 
any other anti-Axis person in the war zones. 


An Englishman has seen his dead pulled from bombed, smashed 
buildings. He has seen the long blocks of his streets littered with 
the kindlewood of his homes. He has searched the debris for the 
bodies of his own peoples. He has seen great stretches of city 
buildings burn. He has huddled in shelters against the bombs. 


The Russians have seen their people hanged and murdered. 
They have retaken much ground and seen the burned, desolate 
piles of brick and stone which once were houses. They have 
seen the bodies of their frozen children. They have seen what 
has happened to their women. 


They have seen all these things. 
There is a vast difference. 


The Americans have done all that is asked of them (although 
sometimes it is a struggle, as witness our own Atlanta war bond 
campaign). It is not that we deliberately are apathetic. It is 
just that this war is far away and the people cannot see it or feel 
it. It is something in the newspapers or it is a newsreel in a dark 
theater, from which one may depart for home and comfort. 


It is only by a great concentration of mind and spirit we can 
achieve the higher duty of this war. 


It is not fair to charge Americans with apathy. It is fair to 
ask they examine themselves and realize that even though the war, 
the sound of it, the feel of it and the sight of it, is far away, they 
must make themselves.a part of it. 


The courage of our men is as great as that of any other 
people. We at home must work at translating our own courage, 
money and blood into the war, 


THANKS TO GOD We have much for which to thank God. 
Yet I never heard, or read, anything so 
frightening as the well-meant but, to me, thoughtless prayers of 
the recent Thanksgiving season. And, for that matter, of today. 
It was, I suppose, the logical thing to close one’s eyes and to 
give thanks, from pulpit or before the turkey dinner, that we, as 
a nation, had been spared the bombs, the hunger and the sacri- 
fices others have had. 


Yet somehow this seemed to me a shocking thing. It seemed 
almost indecent to be thanking God because we had not suffered 
as had the other people in the fight. 


_ I hear it even now, at luncheons and dinners. Some perfectly 
sincere person will thank God that we have plenty to eat; that 
we are safe; that we are secure, unlike others in the world. 


It makes me uncomfortable and I find myself trying to pray 
myself, saying that this is a good and well-intentioned person 
offering thanks, and please forgive him for what he doesn’t know 
to be a selfish and un-Christian prayer. 


Who know but in the sacrifice and sufferings of war those 
peoples who have known fire and bomb and torture and starvation 
may not achieve a greater spiritual victory than we. 


All this fits into what I am trying to say. The American 
people are not apathetic. They are caught in the trap of unreality. 


The Red Cross needs people to roll bandages. There is a 
shortage of bandages, There is a shortage on the fronts where 
our men are fighting. I know every mother who could leave her 
house would roll bandages until her fingers were raw and bleeding 
if she realized the need. The Red Cross needs many, many workers. 
There is a shortage of bandages. 


There is a constant need for blood. Yet I never really knew 
what it meant until last summer in England I saw the flak-cut 
Fortresses come home and unload their wounded, some to be 
given plasma there under the shadow of the ship’s great wing. 


Then I knew that the blood being given in Atlanta, in Savannah, 
in Augusta and all the cities of the nation, large and small, could 
travel across the sea to airport, beach or jungle, and flow into a 
man’s. veins and save his life. To the average person asked to give 
blood there is no connection between the blood donor rooms in 
Atlanta and the men wounded on the beach at Anzio or in the 
Pacific islands. The same thing applies to bonds.

This is a sad day in the life of the Jones 
family. For we are losing two of the finest 
neighbors that ever blessed us with their daily 
fellowship and friendship. | 

They are moving away from us, going all the way to Houston, 
Texas. Good business reason impels the move, but that makes the 
parting no more pleasant for we who are left behind. 

Tomorrow is the day set for their leaving. For days now the 
preparations have been under way. The house has been sold and 
the packers have been busy readying the furniture and all the 
lares and penates for the long trip. 

And tomorrow we shall say goodbye, to Creed and Evelyn and 
to the son of the house, Dickie. And to P. D., the black and white 
spaniel.

SISTER KENNY 
(Washington Post.) 


Evidently the experience of Sis- 
ter Mary Kenny in the United 
States has been one of increasing 
disillusion. She now announces 
that she will not ask an extension 
of permission to remain and con- 
tinue her work in this country 
unless funds are forthcoming to 
support her institute for training 
workers in treatment of infantile 
paralytics according to her meth- 
ods. It does indeed seem strange, 
in view of the vast public atten- 
tion now given to the victims of 
that disease, and in view of the 
vast sums collected annually for 
hospitalization and research, that 
Sister Kenny’s work should have 
been thus ignored. 


Could it be possible that pro- 
fessional jealousy accounts for 
some of Sister Kenny’s discourage- 
ments and frustrations? Such 
things have been known, as, for 
example, the hostility shown to 
the famous Viennese surgeon, Dr. 
Adolf Lorenz, or, for that mat- 
ter, to Louis Pasteur and Emil 
Coue. And yet Sister Kenny 
seems to have persuaded the sur- 
geons of the Mayo Clinic at 
Rochester, Minn., of the virtue of 
her theories and methods. The 
University of Minnesota itself has 
been sufficiently impressed to 
award her the degree of doctor of 
science. The numerous cures or 
improvements supposedly effected 
by her method, as far as we know, 
have not been seriously disputed.

Hitler Orders Troops 
To Hold at Any Cost 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Competent mili- 
tary authorities have offered various explana- 
tions of the slow progress British and American 
forces have made in Italy since the establish- 
ment of new beachhead operations below Rome some two weeks ago. 
Observers on the scene have attributed the Allied setback to 
several factors; notably, the weather, which has not permitted the 
full employment of our superior air power, the mountains, and the 
long communications lines which have made our supply problem 
the more difficult. 


While these adverse eonditions have undoubtedly played an 
important role, the main cause of our slow progress is believed to 
be found in the urgent need of the Germans for some victory to 
bolster up sagging home morale. 


TO BOLSTER MORALE The Germans appear to be deter- 

mined to hold us back in Italy at 
all costs. As officials here view the reports from the battle sector, 
the Nazis are disregarding all orthodox methods of defense and are 
sacrificing men wantonly in an effort to achieve the greatly needed 
victory. 


Prisoners we have captured in the southern area have revealed, 
according to the dispatches, that Hitler has ordered a hold-or-die 
action on the southern front. 


It now appears that a similar order has been issued to cover 
the operations below Rome. In any event, it now is apparent that 
the Germans are prepared to make sacrifices out of all proportion 
to the ground involved to save the loss of face that would go with 
the Allied capture of the Eternal City. 


If we lose our new beachhead position it will be because the 
Allied military commanders have no intention of sacrificing our 
own men so wantonly as the Germans. A dictator can do that 
sort of ruthless thing. In a democracy the governing heads have 
to be more cautious. 


Rome has no particular value to the Allies from a military 
strategic point of view. The chief advantage of its capture would 
be on the psychological side. Since the Germans have chosen to 
defend it, it would be a bitter blow to them to have to give it up. 

But for the psychological factors entering into the situation, 
Hitler would have been better off if he had retreated, after the 
Allied invasion at Naples, to the river Po and given up the remain- 
der of the Italian peninsula. Most observers believe that he 
ignored sound strategy in refusing to make such a move simply 
because he was in such great need of a victory. 


NEEDED SINCE STALINGRAD This need for a striking 

military gain has been in 
existence ever since the defeat of Nazi forces at Stalingrad. Not 
for more than a year have the Germans been able to produce any 
feat of arms that offered the slightest encouragement to the army 
or the home front. 


Before Stalingrad, which saw the destruction of an army of 
300,000 men in the greatest single catastrophe that has overcome 
the Germans in the war, there was the rout of Rommel’s crack 
Afrika Korps at El Alamein. That was followed by the defeat of 
Axis forces at Tunis and Bizerte. 


Subsequently the Allies wrested Sicily from the Axis. And 
then the Axis itself disintegrated with the downfall of the pompous 
Mussolini, whose removal from the scene opened the way for 
Italy’s exit from the war. 


On the sea and in the air also the Germans have taken a 
severe beating during the past year. The U-boat menace has 
been met and brought under control. German cities are being 
systematically destroyed from the growing blows of Allied air 
power. We are on the verge of opening the second front. while 
a — continue to pile up startling victories on the eastern 
ront. 


All of these reverses combine to give Hitler a genuine need 
for some token of victory to toss back to his disillusioned followers. 
He must realize that unless he is able to gain this in Italy little 
reliance can be placed on the high degree of morale that will be 
necessary to meet the coming Allied second front onslaught. 


British and American commanders are handicapped to meet the 
fury of the Italian situation because of the greater value placed 
by the Germans on victory there than we do. We do not sacrifice 
men in suicide enterprises as the Nazis are willing to do. 


It is like having a deadly snake cornered in a pit. We have 
got him where we want him and where he can’t escape. But that 
is no reason for diving in on him when he can be exterminated 
— circumspectly, The Germans are being handled in the same

feed, they don’t roam aimlessly 
through the forests, and along the 
streams, as a city man might 
think. They follow their own 
paths, as clear to them as the 
routes of a city street. 

These ABC’s of nature lore may 
be of small concern to a man who 
goes to an office every day, but 
up here in Fannin county, where 
fur money helps buy the groceries, 
that knowledge means money in 
the pocket. 

This winter in the mountains 
has been the best fur year since 
the early 1920’s. In Press Daven- 
port's store here at Dial, back to- 
ward the stove, where the horse- 
collars and hamestrings hang, the 
raw pelts are stacked in boxes and 
bales, and the reek of musk is 
heavy on the air. 

COONS ARE PLENTIFUL 

The gray fox are taking the 
country. The coon is plentiful, 
end the mink and the muskrat are 
thriving along the streams. It’s 
getting to be a task to raise chick- 
ens and turkeys, the fur-bearing 
predators are so plentiful. 

There are two or three reasons 
for this, according to Press Daven- 
port, who has been watching the 
rise and the fall of fur over 35 
years as a buyer of pelts. One is 
that the young men who used to 
keep the hills trapped out are gone 
to the Army. Another is that the 
breed of dogs in the hills has been’ 
sullied with feist in recent years. 
The dogs aren’t as smart on the 
trail as they used to be. The fox 
and the coon are smarter than 
they. Another is that the great 
federal game refuges, where trap- 
— is by permit only, is giving 

aven to the animals. 

Fur prices are good. A good 
fox pelt is worth $2.50 this year, 
and a prime coon skin is worth 
$5. The pelt of the mink is up 
in price, from $13 to $15. The 
muskrat is bringing $3 and the

FEW THINGS TO KNOW 


“There are just a few things 
you have to know on top of that. 
You have got to know that a 
coon will cut out and a mink will 
cut out, so you have to make ar- 
rangements to drown them before 
they have the chance to gnaw the 
leg off where it is caught. You 
set your trap in shallow water 
where you know they are going to 
walk. Then you cut you a slid- 
ing pole with a fork at the end 
and slip the ring of the trap 
chain over it. You set it in the 
bank pointing down stream into 
the deep water, and when the 
trap takes hold he works down 
into the deep water and drowns. 


“A muskrat won’t cut out but 
a muskrat is soft of flesh and a 
strong-jawed trap will snip the 
leg off and let him go free. The 
weakest trap that will hold is the 
best to use for muskrat. 


“Cruel?” He looked at his 
hands, the fingers gnarled and 
bitten where his own traps had 
nipped him. “I guess it is, come 
to think of it. But the folks who 
talk about it being cruel are the 
same folks who wear the furs. 
And if one of them would come 
with me down a creek sometime 
when there is black ice on the 
rocks, I don’t know but what 
they’d figure it was harder on the 
trapper than it was on the musk- 
rat.” 

Lee Addington traps for every- 
thing but possum and fox. He 
despises the possum because that 
indolent marsupial, being the “ig- 
norantest animal in the woods,” 
is always blundering into a trap 
set for a more valuable pelt. 

The fox he leaves alone because

We avoid mentioning the one 
thing that seems all-important -to 
him; and if he mentions it, we 
lightly change the subject to “help 
him forget it.” That is the crown- 
ing unkindness, for to him it seems 
a rebuff. We seem to rebuke 
him for showing a weakness, or 
we seem indifferent and bored. 

Why can’t we realize how lone 
ly he is? He is going on a long, 
long journey. Why don’t we vis- 
it him, and give parties in his 
honor, and make merry for him to 
lighten the hours of waiting? 

He feels alone and deserted. He 
is facing an awful ordeal, and no- 
body seems to care. Our enjoy- 
ment and zest for life seem to 
mock him. He hungers for the 
kind of help no human being can 
give, but we could at least give 
frank understanding and com- 
radeship. .

Late though it is, I can’t pass 
back to the war without a last 
word for Ray Clapper, who went 
to his death in the Pacific. His 
passing hit us hard over here. 

He had many friends in the war 
theater, as he had in the others. 
He traveled to all the wars be- 
cause he felt it his duty to inform 
himself, and everywhere he went 
he was liked for himself and re-| 
spected for his fine mind. 

We had known each other for 
20 years. He was always generous 
and thoughtful of me, Time and 
again he went out of his way to 
do little things that would help 
me, and to say nice things about 
me in his column, and I cannot re- 
member that I ever did one thing 
for him. Those accusing regrets 
come when it is too late. 

War correspondents try not to 
think of how high their ratio of 
casualties has been in this war. At 
least they try not to think of it in 
terms of themselves, but Ray Clap- 
per’s death sort of set us back on 
our heels. Somehow it always 
seemed impossible that anything 
could ever happen to him. It made 
us wonder who is next. 

When the Stars and Stripes an- 
nounced Ray Clapper’s death, I 
think the most frequent comment 
in this area was one that would 
have made Ray proud. People said: 

“The old,story again. It’s al- 
ways the bést ones that get it.”

Here is our final report on that 
bottle of Coca-Cola that was raf- 
fled off last month in a field ar- 
tillery brigade on the Italian 
front. . 

It all started in November when 
a former member of this brigade, 
now back in the states—Private 
First Class Frederick Williams, of 
Daytona Beach, Fla.—sent two 
bottles of coke to two of his bud- 
dies still over here—Corporal Vic- 
tor Glover, of Daytona Beach, and 
Sergeant Woodrow Daniels, of 
Jacksonville, Fla. 

Nobody in the outfit had seen a 
Coca-Cola in more than a year, 
so they drank one and then be- 
gan having ideas about the other. 
At last they decided to put it up 
in a raffle, and use the proceeds 
to care for children whose fathers 
had been killed in this brigade. 

The lottery was announced in 


the brigade’s little ‘mimeographed 
newspaper, and chances on the 


coke were put on sale at 25 cents 
apiece. Before the first week was 
up the cash box had more than 
$1,000 in it. 

The money came in quarters, 
dollars, shillings, pounds, francs 
and lire. They had to appoint a 
committee to administer the af 
fair. At the end of the third week 
the fund exceeded $3,000. Then 
Private Lamyl Yancey, of Harlan, 
Ky., got a miniature bottle of 
Coca-Cola and he put it up as 
second prize. 

Just before the grand drawing 
the fund reached $4,000. Then the 
slips were put in a German shell 
case, and the brigade commander 
drew out two numbers. 

The winnah and new champion 
was Sergeant William de Schneid- 
er, of Hackensack, N. J. The lit- 
tle bottle went to Sergeant Law- 
rence Presnell, of Fayetteville, 
North Carolina. 

Sergeant de Schneider was ap- 
palled by what had happened to 
him. That one coke was the 
equivalent in value of 80,000 bot- 
tles back home. “I don’t think I 
care to drink a $4,000 bottle,” he 
said. “I think I'll send it home and 
keep it a few years.”
